INJUNCTIONS ANE INEVITABLE UNDER CAPITALISM. 

Au injuDctioD would uodoabtiNlIy be Talid to rratrain au individual or cor¬ 
poration which waa endeavorius to pereuade or prevent producers from nelliui; 
their jcooda to any cont'ern whether a atore or a manufacturiuR enterpriae. While 
the law ia |)OWerh*j*s to prevent to a large extent, comldnutlona in restraint of 
trade, it would be exercised very readily to enjoin or prevent a boycott upon a 
purcbaHcr. 

To illustrate: 

A laundry trust was formed in the city of Chicago and one of the lnundrit*s 
refuwd to enter it, the others c’ombiued to prevent it from ptirchosiint the gotsls 
u»H‘<'ssary to contluet its itusiuesa. The laundry so aiogliHl out Wiis «lestn>y«Ml and 
it appeale<l to the ciiurts mid nnHivenil damages. Most wiirkingmeii would agree 
that it hud this right and that the law' affording rtHlress was just and pro|H>r. but 
when the same logic is applied to the same c^mimodity kimwu as htiHir. then the 
workingmen rise in holy borroi and protest. If laboring men by any means pre¬ 
vent other lalwrers from w'orkiug for any given euiph>yer, they are violariiig the 
spirit of the law whieh is bas^Ml uism the theory of the right to the private own¬ 
ership to tbe means of production. The faet that any latitude is given te organized 
labor to 4*oiubiue and ctiiitrol the ialsir market i.s due to the alarm with whieh 
capitnlisis view the urgnnized working class. These loin-eHsious whieh the law 
gives to the workingmen in (-outrolling tin* eoiiimodity of lah'ir ami which it pr»*- 
vents in tbe wnlrol 4>f the commodilii*s of soap, stan*li ami inaehiin*r> is simply 
a passive aiiieliorntioii of their iHisitiou whieh they have gained by means of 
tln*ir organized stri'iigth. While it is perfci-ily proiier that the woiking elass 
should work (Hsiiioiiiienlly and |Hiliti**aUy for the alMiliiion of injuiietioiis. tln*y 
should not be so stupid as t<» 4iv«*rl4M»k (In- faet ibat injuin'ti<»ns are the natural

A STATE OF THINGS IN HARTFORD. 

The election of n labor mayor of the 
ciiy of Hartford, (.’onu., some time ago 
liuR called out n rather reimirknhle edi¬ 
torial in Harper's Weekly. Wt* lake the 
following iutere.stiug extracts from it: 

There has scarcely beeu a more iuler- 
estiug event in our political history than 
the recent election of a workingman to 
the mayoralty of the city of Hartford. 
Labor Mtood squarely on its feet, and 
mulched itself nguiust the other iuler- 
esu, and beaten them, in a fair tight, 
ou ground which was pei'uliarly the 
ground of capital. Hartford is one of 
the richest towns In the land, counting 
its dollars and its citizens, and until 
now, NO the workingmen believe, wealth 
has had everything its own way in Hart¬ 
ford. 

Fur almost the first time* tbe working 
people have reallzeil that as voters they 
are the majority, and that the majority 
ean iilw’ays change any state of things if 
it diH*s not like it. Acting upon their 
sense of this fact, they have given them¬ 
selves the luxury of a (letlccful triumph, 
which they have not paid for w'ith so 
much as one broken head. 

Some very gooil people are anxlouRly 
expecting a Ib'igti of Terror among tbe 
fire insurance huildiugs of tbe Connecti¬ 
cut capital, and their fears are not w’bol- 
iy allayed by the di'olaratious of the 
inayor-elect that he w’ill look to the w’el- 
fare of the whole city, and will be glad 
of the advice of every elaas of people. 
He w’BR u clerk In a clothing store, and 
though he has shown uncommon ability 
iu tbe luanageiiieut of the elet*tioD, they 
cannot feel as sure of him as they could 
if be were one of those solid men whom 
we trust HU implicitly in politics because 
their failures iu busiueRS are about Do; 
per cent. 

Yet why should such very good peto- 
ple feel alanu at what haa happeneil. 
and be so eager to overlive it? • Why 
should uot they couRole theiiiRi'lvcs with 
tbe retiectiou that tbe majority is always 
tbe American people, that the govern¬ 
ment of Hartford is as much in the 
hands of Americans as ever, and that 
the bands Indug hard has nothing to do 
with the fact? The working people have 
as ret been so little trusu*d with the con¬ 
trol, even iu this country, that the mind 
intlamed w*ith the more. melodramatic 
eVeUtH of history elsewhere cannot con¬ 
ceive of their behaving sanely and just¬ 
ly. 

Y'et w’e do not see w'hy the working¬ 
men of Hartford shuiiM be expeeteil to 
behave altogether fouHshiy. Why should 
uot w’e prt'dieate of them gooil will, and 
Mdf-contml, uod a sense of justice? 
The leader whom they have chosen 
mayor of the city has cxpressi*d himself 
with such temperance and prudence, so 
far as he has bei*n reiM>rt(*d, that only

•'M»»lher“ Jones wos l>orn In Cork. Ire¬ 
land. nfty-elght yeara ago. She had to llco 
with her father to this eouutry when he 
became concerntMl In some political agita¬ 
tion for freeing Ireland. She was then 
eight years old. and the flight made a 
atr«»ng*ln)prcssloD on her mind. The family 
went to Tortnito, where she was well edu-j 
eatiHi and early b<*gan to develop the talent 
for debating whieh haa never dew'rted her.
